Tells of Big Blaze When Borough Had 

Two Fire Companies and One Fire Plug 



Balcynar Rotarians Hear Life

PRAISES BOROUGH SPIRIT 



How Narberth's most spectacular 
blaze tied up Main Line trains all 
night, and left two Philadelphia fire 
engines floundering in snow drifts, 
was one of the incidents told the 
Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club 
Tuesday by Gene Davis, manager of 
Narberth's ball team. 

Required to give his life history 
he said that his first Main Line resi- 
dence was for a few months at the 
home of his uncle at Cyclers' Rest, 
northwest corner Montgomery and 
Essex avenues, where cyclists from 
Philadelphia stopped for refresh- 
ments. 

The big fire took place in 1901, 
when Gene was five. His father, How- 
ard E. Davis, operated at that time 
a milk delivery route, with home and 
stables on Haverford avenue, between 
Narberth and Forest avenues. In the 
same block was Brindley's old-style 
grocery store, with raised steps and 
sawdust on the floor. It caught fire 
one winter night when a 60-mile gale 
was whipping snow down in blizzard 
proportions. 

Although there were two rivals fire 
companies in Narberth at that time, 
the community had only one fire plug. 
It was on the south side of the rail- 
road, in front of the old Baptist 
Church, corner Narberth and Elm- 
wood avenues. Railroad traffic east 
and west on the Main Line was halt- 
ed all night by the hose across the 
tracks. 

Ardmore and Bryn Mawr fire en- 
gines helped fight the blaze, but two 
pieces of apparatus from Philadelphia 
were stalled in snow drifts, on the 
way out. The firemen prevented the 
flames from destroying Davis proper- 
ty, but the store smouldered for days, 
and was gutted. 

On its site rose the Y. M. C. A. 
building, still standing, although now 
changed into stores, where Gene took 
his first interest in sports. Three 
members of his basketball team be- 
came captains of college quintets. 

Gene attended Narberth's grade 
school and later Central High School. 
Then he went in for professional base- 
ball in South Jersey until 1916, when 
he worked for Autocar at Ardmore 
for four years. Since 1920 he has 
been associated with his father at 
Davis' Store, which has expanded 
twice. 

Four years ago Gene was made 
manager of Narberth's ball team, 
which he has successfully piloted 
through Main Line and other cham- 
pionships. 

"I don't know of any other town 
on the Main Line that supports its 
baseball team like Narberth," he de- 
clared. He praised Borough Council 
and Narberth's Recreation Board for 
co-operation in maintaining the play- 
ground, with its grandstands and 
shade trees, thronged by hundreds of 
baseball fans Saturdays and week-day 
evenings.

Narberth came back with a venge- 
ance Saturday, no doubt determined 
to get into winning form, and white- 
washed the lowly Darby nine, 13-1, 
after running a total of 17 base hits.

Plans to provide some sort of bank- 
ing facilities for Ardmore were re- 
vived this week when the State Bank- 
ing Department ordered the Counties 
Title and Trust Company, Anderson 
and Montgomery avenues, Ardmore, 
closed Tuesday morning v 

Realization that Ardmore was now 
without a bank of any description 
stimulated the talk of financial re- 
construction. The immediate need of 
a branch or small bank to handle the 
daily currency transactions of the 
community was stressed in discussions 
of residential and business groups. 

A petition was in circulation among 
leading merchants and professional 
men requesting that the Mryn Mawr 
Trust Company entertain a proposal 
to establish a branch bank in Ard- 
more. 

The petition was worded as follows : 

"Ardmore is now without a bank. 
Unless immediate provision is made for 
the daily commercial transactions of 
the community merchants will be seri- 
ously handicapped and business will 
suffer permanent impairment. In or- 
der that proper and adequate banking 
facilities may be provided at once 
signers of this petition request direc- 
tors of the Bryn Mawr Trust Com- 
pany to consider a proposal to estab- 
lish a branch banking office in Ard- 
more." 

Unofficially officers of the Bryn 
Mawr Trust Company stated that 
they would give such a petition "full 
consideration" in as much as many of 
their patrons are already residents of 
Ardmore. Final endorsement of such 
a plan, it was pointed out, would 
have to come from the State Bank- 
ing Department. 

In addition, to the circulation of a 
petition for the establishment of a 
branch bank, discussion was afoot 
again for the formation of a new, 
small bank with capital derived part- 
ly from influential Main Liners and 
from Philadelphia banking interests. 
This discussion, however, seemed rath- 
er superficial and showed no definite 
signs of crystallizing into action. 

Plans to organize a new banking 
group were considered by the Bank 
Committee of Bullock-Sanderson Post, 
American Legion, and the Main Lino 
Depositors' Committee, but were aban- 
doned when it became evident that 
the capital was not available or the 
project advisable. 



Narberth's emergency measures to 
prevent infantile paralysis contagion 
are no longer necessary, according to 
Dr. George A. Sloan, president of the 
Borough Board of Health. The quar- 
antine in effect since July 8 will be 
lifted this Saturday morning. 

Reported fully recovered are Al- 
bert C. Ettore, 4% years, of 325 
Woodbine avenue; Mary Mariana, 
3%, of 316 Woodbine avenue, and 
Norma Marcozzi, 255 Ionia avenue. 

The first two children's infection, 
discovered before actual paralysis had 
occured, led them to be sent to the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital's isolation ward 
immediately for laboratory study, 
June 27 and July 3, respectively. They 
responded so favorably to treatment 
that they were recently removed to 
their homes. 

Norma Marcozzi, the only other 
case to develop, was sent to the hos- 
pital July 8 and is so well recovered 
that she is expected to be returned 
home, freed from quarantine, before 
this week ends. 

Measures ending now, and affecting 
Borough children under 18 since July 
8, included the closing of secular and 
Sunday School, and wading or swim- 
ming pools, and excluding of children 
from the library, motion picture the- 
atre and summer sessions of Lower 
Merion High School. 

No new cases have been reported, 
according to Health Officer George B. 
Suplee, and with all physicians keep- 
ing watch for further symptoms, it 
has been decided that the quarantine 
may now safely be lifted. It was orig- 
inally announced that this would not 
be until August 1, which is next 
Monday.

Heavy slump in deposits, and losses 
sustained in realty ventures and other 
investments contributed to the failure 
of the Counties Title and Trust Com- 
pany. 

This information was supplied by 
two directors after the State Banking 
Department had ordered the Counties 
Title and Trust Company closed Tues- 
day morning. The bank opened as 
usual at 9 A. M., but at 10.45 A. M. 
it closed on order of Dr. William D. 
Gordon, State Secretary of Banking. 
It is understood that any deposits 
made Tuesday morning will be re- 
turned. 

Ledyard Hcckscher, president of the 
closed bank, is motoring in France. 
Before he left for Europe, it is under- 
stood he backed a rejuvenation scheme 
whereby stockholders were to contrib- 
ute further to the maintenance of the 
bank. 

Charles V. Brown, special deputy 
of the State Banking Department, has 
been placed in charge. Mr. Brown 
said yesterday there is no statement 
to be made now regarding the bank's 
condition. 

As the banking cornerstone of the 
North Ardmore realty development 
the Counties Title and Trust Company 
opened for business April 9, 1927. On 
the Board of Directors were some of 
the most astute financiers Philadel- 
phia has known in commercial circles. 
The same group was interested in 
promoting a similar development in 
Jenkintown. Allied enterprises in the 
North Ardmore tract were the Times 
Medical Building, The Main Line 
Daily Times, the construction organi- 
zation, the Suburban Company, and 
other business building projects. Many 
of the officers and directors of the va- 
rious projects were interlocking. 

Although the trust company was 
asked to prepare a statement in June 
it was not made public. The latest 
available statement is of condition at 
the close of business December 31,

Narbcrth's handling of its infan- 
tile paralysis problem occasioned 
two types of comment : 

"Only three cases, and all de- 
clared so slight that they are out of 
quarantine already. . . . Just 
shows how easy it is for people to 
get hysterical, with news items in 
the papers and establishment of a 
quarantine, as if there had been 
a real epidemic !" 

And this: 

"The borough authorities deserve 
credit for taking no chances. By 
preventing gathering of children at 
this warm period when playmates 
of the three sufferers could easily 
have carried the contagion, the 
health board stopped what could 
easily have been a .Main Line epi- 
demic. Publicity helped warn 
people and also to reassure them. 
Many families had shown fear of 
shopping in Narberth. and many 
had taken their children away for 
awhile." 

Xarbertli's health authorities, in 
addition to other measures, made 
a painstaking examination of all 
homes in the section where the 
three children lived. In this they 
were aided by Community Health 
and Civic Association nurses. Their 
extraordinary precautions deserve 
the approbation of every Main 
Line parent.

Says Old Red Lion Inn 

Not So Old by a Century 

To the Editor: 

When other Main Line papers get 
things "balled up" I am not surprised, 
but when a real newspaper of the 
calibre of yours does the same thing 
I am surprised and disheartened to 
the nth degree. 

Why do you say that the Red Lion 
Inn dates back to 1690 or 1700? 

The Hon. Charles I. Landis, a for- 
mer president judge of Lancaster 
County, wrote an article for the Penn- 
sylvania Historical Society about the 
year 1918 on the subject of the Old 
Lancaster road, in which he stated 
that the Philadelphia and Lancaster 
Turnpike was not turned over to the 
public until about 1800, and that prev- 
ious to that time the only road to 
Lancaster was the Old Lancaster 
road, now known as Montgomery 
turnpike, as far as the Merion Crick- 
et grounds at Haverford; starting at 
30th and Market streets and on to 
Lancaster via the Black Horse, at 
Bala, the Merion Meeting, Three Tuns 
at Ardmore, the Buck at Haverford, 
the Spread Eagle at Wayne, etc. 

The Three Tuns evidently stood on 
the Windsor property opposite Smed- 
ley and Mehl's coal and lumber yard 
at Ardmore, and was doubtless the 
forerunner of that alive and progres- 
sive village. 

When the Old Lancaster road was 
succeeded by the Philadelphia and 
Lancaster Turnpike, the Red Lion was 
probably built as the successor of the 
Three Tuns Inn, or shortly after 
1800, for the reason that the Three 
Tuns was not on the tunpike but on 
the old road some hundreds of feet 
north of the line of travel on the 
Philadelphia ' and Lancaster turnpike. 

A Quaker who traveled the old Lan- 
caster road about 1760 speaks of the 
Three Tuns Inn as being about 1% 
miles east of the Buck Tavern, and 
also gives the correct distance from 
Merion Meeting House. — See "The 
Welsh Settlement of Pennsylvania," 
by Edward Browning.

New Branch Office for Philadelphia 
Saving Fund Society 

The oldest savings bank in America 
is opening the most modern banking 
office in America. Starting next Mon- 
day, the central-city depositors of the 
Philadelphia Saving Fund Society 
may make their deposits or withdraw- 
als in the heart of Philadelphia's 
shopping district, at the corner of 
Twelfth and Market Streets.

Villanova to Start 

a Coaching School 

Harry Stuhldreher, Dick Hanley 

and Dr. Carlson Will be 

in Charge 

Exponents of two widely different 
football systems have been engaged 
to conduct the first Villanova College 
Summer Coaching School, which 
opens on August 24 and closes Sep- 
tember 3. 

Dick Hanley, dynamic Northwest- 
ern University head coach, famed for 
his Warner style of offense and de- 
fense, and Harry Stuhldreher, All- 
American quarterback in the days of 
the "Four Horsemen," will conduct 
the football lectures. 

Still another feature is the basket- 
ball school which will be supervised 
by Dr. H. C. Carlson, successful head 
coach at the University of Pittsburgh 
for many years. 

For the last six years, Hanley has 
conducted one of the biggest football 
coaching schools in the country at 
Evanston, 111., on the campus at 
Northwestern, but this is the first 
time Dick has ever invaded the East 
to impart his knowledge of the ' old 
and new Warner system to coaching 
pupils. Another innovation is the 
bringing together of the Rockne and 
Warner systems for the first time in 
an eastern collegiate coaching cur- 
riculum. 

Hanley, member of a famed family 
of football stars that includes Mike, 
member of the University of Penn- 
sylvania staff, started his career at 
Washington State College as a quar- 
terback. His name is known from 
one end of the country to the other. 
While coaching the Haskell Indians, 
the redskins gained national promi- 
nence. For the last two years his 
Northwestern University teams have 
gained a tie for the Big Ten Cham- 
pionship. 

Hanley and Stuhldreher have made 
a close study of the new football rules 
that go into effect this fall. Actual 
demonstration of the changes are to 
be made on the playing field of the 
Villanova stadium while the lectures 
will be conducted in the spacious new 
college gymnasium which was dedi- 
cated last spring. 

Dr. Carlson rounded out ten years 
as head coach of basketball at Pitt 
last March. As an undergraduate in 
1914, '15, '16 and '17. Carlson played 
football, basketball and baseball at 
the Western Pennsylvania institution, 
captaining the football and baseball 
teams in his senior year. He was a 
member of the famous elevens which 
Glenn Warner put through three sea- 
sons undefeated, beginning in 1915. 

As the Rockne and Warner systems 
prevail in football, so is the famous 
"Carlson System" known and inspect- 
ed in college basketball. Perhaps the 
greatest record ever achieved by a 
basketball team occurred in 1927-28 
when the Carlson coached Panthers,
